friendly but firm terms, the United 
States note in reply to Germany's 
note of July th on submarine war- 
fare, was drafted in final form today 
by Secretary of State Lansing. Deny- 
ing himself to all except most urgent 
visitors ,the secretary put the finish- 
ing touches on the note. 
Reports 


were that the note would be delivered 
to the Berlin office Monday. It protv 
ably will be given President Wilson's 
and -his cabinet's final approval on 
Friday and started on the way to Am- 
bassador Gerard .Saturday. 


It was deemd unlikely the 
note 


would contain any reference to the 
Orduna case because of inability to 
complete the treasury investigation in 
time. Reports were also curi'.nt that 
work had already begun on a reply 
to Austria's protest against munition 
shipments to the allies. 
The two 


notes, however, will not go forward 
simultaneously.

Stolen Frcm Cox's Hotel 


at McCartney 


Wife of Hotel Keeper Sees Mail Runn- 


ing Away With Money and Checks 
Wrapped in Husband's Coat—Theif 
Described, and Warrant Issued. 


A tpW daylight thief stole into the 


office 9? the hotel conducted at Mc- 
Ctoftey^'JGefffiel Cox at five o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and got away 
with $300 in cask and checks contained 
in a money box behind the hotel desk. 
He was seen leaving the hotel with 
the box under his arm, wrapped in a 
coat also stolen from the hotel, but 
before the alarm could be given, the 
thief made good his escape. 


Cox had gone to Madera in his au- 


tomobile taking with him his children 
and a salesman, leaving Mrs. Cox and 
some of the employes of the hotel to 
look after the place. 
The robbery 


occured about while Mrs. Cox and the 
help were in the kitchen preparing the 
evening meal. Mrs. Cox had gone into 
the kitchen just a moment before and 
when returning saw a man running 
out the front door and down the street 
with something, uder his arm. 
She 


immediately hurried ito the office and 
found the money box and a coat which 
Cox had left in the office, missing. She 
immediately informed the people of 
the hotel and village and word was 
communicated to the authorities in 
the nearby villages. 


The thief h»* wrapped the money 


box in Cox's coat and had taken to 
the hills where it is supposed he is 
still in hiding. 


The despcription of the thief as 


given by Mrs. Cox and substantiated 
by others who saw him is that he was 
an American, of about 28 or 30 years, 
light hajrj smooth shaven, about 175 
pounds in weight, about 5 feet 
10 


inches in height, and wore no coat 
and had navy blue trousers. 


The county authorities were notified 


this morning and the district attorney 
has issued a warrant under the name 
of John Doe, and will await the de- 
velopments of the McCartney authori- 
ties in their efforts to capture th* 
robber. 


The money stolen amounting to over 


$300 was mostly in bills ranging in 
denomination from $1 to $20. 
The 


moey box also contained a check on 
the Moshannon ban kof Philipsburg 
signed by Summerville and Co. for 
$53.35. A pocketbook which contain- 
ed part of the. money had the name 
of Michael Cox on the cover.

Route — Women Hopeful <tf Passage 
of Amendment in November, When 
Voters Will Adopt or Reject Equal 
Suffrage. 


. Bearing with -it the hearty ^ood 
wishes of thousands of voters fron 
every county through which it has 
passed in its history-making tour of 
the state the Woman's Liberty bell 
will arrive in this county on July 26 
and in Clearfield July 27. 


The bell, which is being transported 


on a huge motor truck, will be met at 
the county line by a delegation of 
Clearfield suffragists, who will act as 
a guard of honor to it while it ia in 
this county. Stops wijl be made and 
open air meetings held at the follow- 
ing places:

speeches and evening meeting. 


July 27th— Half a rest day in Du-

Pennsylvania, but' upon the tremen- 
dous enthusiasm which the big bronze 
symbol if their appeal for political 
indepndenee has aroused in every 
town it has visited. 


In virtually every one of 
these 


towns, the crowds that have turned 
out to see the bell and hear the suf- 
frage speechs have been bigger thpn 
those ever assembled for outdoor ral- 
lies of any sort in the past. 
More- 


over, according1 to thp newspaper re- 
ports along the route, the crows have 
been more than enthusiastic. 
They 


have paid the suffragists the compli- 
ment of listening attentively to every 
argument advanced for giving women 
the ballot, and in many towns, hun- 
dreds of men have voluntarily pledged 
themsives to vote for the suffrage

Berlin via The Hague, July 21.— 


German shells are falling on the out- 
er defenses of Warsaw and Teuton ar- 
mies are within 16 miles of the city.

uate when the rapidly advancing Ger- 
man armies break through the outer 
defenses of the city.

Kaisarin will leave for Poaen on Fri- 
day and it is understood here that she 
plans to enter the Polish capital with 
the emperor- when von Hindenberg 
captures the city. 


Berlin is wild with excitement over 


the succession of victories that is 
driving the Russians from 
Poland. 


Official reports state the populra be- 
lief here is that Germany is striking 
a terrific blow that may bring a 
speedy end of the war. 


It is also reported that the success 


of the German driv on Warsaw n«-t 
only may mean a separate peace with 
Russia but will revoke the possibility 
of any of the Balkan states entering 
the war on the side of the allies. 


Dispatches received here say that 


the peace sntimnt in Russia is grow- 
ing rapidly. 
Franc too is said to be 


unable to undergo a second winter's 
campaign. One of the Berlin news- 
papers stated that since the beginn- 
ing of the new drive on Warsaw 175 
officers and 66,790 men have been 
taken prisoners, remarking that "this 
is a nice start."

Then dip it into n strong solution 
of nalnmmonlac. *w an instant. Final- 
ly rub it into a stick of solder and then 
distribute the solder adhering to the 
iron by rubbing with o p*e£e of cotton 
waste. When this is done the iron la 
ready for service and will not require 
retaining unless it is burned. 


Can you give me an idea of the chem- 


ical equation which takes place when 
exploding a proper mixture of gaaolin* 
and air? 
In what way do the end 


products differ from those of a mixture 
of kerosene with air and water? 


If the gasoline in au explosion in an 


internal combustion engine is burned 
completely the resulting garies would 
be •water and carbon dioitdeV How- 
ever, this condition rarely exists, as 
there are always some unburned gases 
in the exhaust of an engine. Tho end 
products from a gasoline engine do not 
differ from those of a kerosene en- 
gine when complete combustion taken 
place. 


My car begins to lag when about half 


way up a hill. Does the slanting posi- 
tion of the car interfere with a proper 
eupply of gasoline to the carburetor? 


It is not likely that your trouble Is 


due to the position of the tank, but it 
is probably caused by dirt in the feed 
pipe. 
'The dirt does not prevent the 


flow entirely, but 
reduces it BO that 


not enough gasoline is supplied to the 
float chamber to satisfy the extra de- 
mand put upon the car when it is 
climbing a hill. Disconnect the feed 
pipe at the carburetor and note wheth- 
er the flow is free; if not, remove the 
pipe nnd clean it with a wire. If the 
trouble still persists adjust the car- 
buretor to give a richer mixture. The 
gasoline flaw, clup to the low position 
of the tank, should not be affected ex- 
cept on a steep hill. /If you feel, how- 
ever, that the flow is not sufficient you 
might, install a tank holding about a 
pint directly in front and slightly 
above the carburetor. This tank is 
merely connected in the line, has no 
valves and ijt only a reservoir, but with 
sufficient capacity to carry the car 
over the longest hills, eveu though tbe 
supply of fuel were cut off. 


Can you give me some information 


as to automobile valve timing? 


The timing of a motor depends on 


•whether the greatest torque or twist- 
ing' effort is wanted at low or higB 
speeds and whether it is desirable to 
have a siient motor. For instance, It 
a motor with a particularly good torqne 
at low speed is wanted, then the ex- 
haust opening should be delayed more 
than iiiu.i! so that, the expansive force 
of the gas will be exerted to the ut- 
most. On the other hand, if the motor 
is to develop a maximum torque at a 
high speed it is better to open the ex- 
haust valve earlier ao as to give the 
gas plenty of time to flow out.

. Hew will ineorroet wiring affect • 
motor? 


The effect of incorrect wiring on the 


motor depends on how the wires are 
misplaced. For instance, if the Wgh 
tension cables were changed around eo 
that no one of them went to the right 
plug it would be impossible to run the 
motor, although ait occasional explo- 
sion might be obtained. 
If two or 


three of the high tension wires were 
Interchanged, but one or more were 
left on the correct plugs,; then tbe 
motor would run on th« cylinders 
in which the latter were. Where a 
dual system is employed the wires of 
a battery system may sometimes be 
misplaced without interfering with the 
operation of the magneto and vic« 
versa. As a rale, however, the Chang 
Ing of the wires will result in tin 
whole ignition system becoming inop 
erative.

The efficiencies of the sliding gear- 


set with the shaft drive and the fric- 
tion transmission with chain drive are 
approximately equal on the higher 
gear ratios, but when the friction 
wheel is brought near the center of 
the disk the slippage of the inside 
edge of the wheel, due to the small 
circle it is traveling on, causes a pow- 
er loss that is greater than when tbe 
low gear of the sliding gear set is en- 
gaged.

The amount of mcmey you might 


save by jacking up tm wheels when 
tbe car is not In use is too entail to bs 
measured, providing there is no oil m 
water OB the garage floor that might 
cause the rubber to deteriorate. The 
reduction in pressure and consequent 
lessened strain oil tbe casings when 
this is done is almost infinitesimal, al- 
though it is popularly supposed thai 
relieving tbe tires from the burden of 
supporting the car must necessarily 
relieve them from just that ranch 
strain, and that therefore they will 
wear longer if the car is jacked up. 
The reduction in pressure when this is 
done is exactly inversely proportional 
to the increase in volume Of UM tube. 
When the tire is supporting th* ear 
weight it flattens slightly an* one 
might say, imperceptibly, if tb« tires 
are pumped tip as hard as they should 
be. The flattening of the tire causes a 
small decrease in the volume of the air 
in the tnb« and therefore when die tire 
ia raised off the ground K regains Its 
normal shape and normal volume. It 
Is obvious that this small change In 
volume will not affect th« pressure to 
any extent, since the decrease la pres- 
sure la inversely proportional to the in- 
crease In vr.inme.

Is there any good pf»p«r«tion *or mot- 


ishing the body of an autonpobil* wnioh 
will not harm tKo varnish or palntt 


It is not advisable to nse poU»h of 


any sort on th* body. If the finish baa 
become dull have the body revarnlsfeed. 
The only rejuvenator worthy of con- 
sideration is soap and water, and aooe 
body makers condemn the soap, advis- 
ing the use of water only. However, 
there Is little harm in usteg lukewarm 
water and soap, provided the soap Is 
not too strong. In cleaning the body 
first wash tbe dust off with a hose and 
do not apply a sponge or cloth until 
the dust has been removed and tho 
mud softened. Then sponge the body 
with soap and water and finally rinse 
with a hose until the soapy water has 
been entirely removed. Then wipe dry 
with chamois. If this advice is fol- 
lowed there will be no need of using 
any body polish, as tbe rarnish will 
hold ita luster almost indefinitely.

Wife of Hotel Keeper Sees Mail Runn- 


ing Away With Money and Checks 
Wrapped in Husband's Coat—Theif 
Described, and Warrant Issued. 


A tpW daylight thief stole into the 


office 9? the hotel conducted at Mc-

Can you give me an idea of the chem- 


ical equation which takes place when 
exploding a proper mixture of gaaolin* 
and air? 
In what way do the end 


products differ from those of a mixture 
of kerosene with air and water? 


If the gasoline in au explosion in an 


internal combustion engine is burned 
completely the resulting garies would 
be •water and carbon dioitdeV How- 
ever, this condition rarely exists, as 
there are always some unburned gases 
in the exhaust of an engine. Tho end 
products from a gasoline engine do not 
differ from those of a kerosene en- 
gine when complete combustion taken 
place. 


My car begins to lag when about half 


way up a hill. Does the slanting posi- 
tion of the car interfere with a proper 
eupply of gasoline to the carburetor? 


It is not likely that your trouble Is 


due to the position of the tank, but it 
is probably caused by dirt in the feed 
pipe. 
'The dirt does not prevent the 


flow entirely, but 
reduces it BO that 


not enough gasoline is supplied to the 
float chamber to satisfy the extra de- 
mand put upon the car when it is 
climbing a hill. Disconnect the feed 
pipe at the carburetor and note wheth- 
er the flow is free; if not, remove the 
pipe nnd clean it with a wire. If the 
trouble still persists adjust the car- 
buretor to give a richer mixture. The 
gasoline flaw, clup to the low position 
of the tank, should not be affected ex- 
cept on a steep hill. /If you feel, how- 
ever, that the flow is not sufficient you 
might, install a tank holding about a 
pint directly in front and slightly 
above the carburetor. This tank is 
merely connected in the line, has no 
valves and ijt only a reservoir, but with 
sufficient capacity to carry the car 
over the longest hills, eveu though tbe 
supply of fuel were cut off. 


Can you give me some information 


as to automobile valve timing? 


The timing of a motor depends on 


•whether the greatest torque or twist- 
ing' effort is wanted at low or higB 
speeds and whether it is desirable to 
have a siient motor. For instance, It 
a motor with a particularly good torqne 
at low speed is wanted, then the ex- 
haust opening should be delayed more 
than iiiu.i! so that, the expansive force 
of the gas will be exerted to the ut- 
most. On the other hand, if the motor 
is to develop a maximum torque at a 
high speed it is better to open the ex- 
haust valve earlier ao as to give the 
gas plenty of time to flow out. The 
reduction in back pressure due to this 
more than compensates for the small 
amount of expansive energy that Is 
| thus thrown away.

. Hew will ineorroet wiring affect • 
motor? 


The effect of incorrect wiring on the 


motor depends on how the wires are 
misplaced. For instance, if the Wgh 
tension cables were changed around eo 
that no one of them went to the right 
plug it would be impossible to run the 
motor, although ait occasional explo- 
sion might be obtained. 
If two or 


three of the high tension wires were 
Interchanged, but one or more were 
left on the correct plugs,; then tbe 
motor would run on th« cylinders 
in which the latter were. Where a 
dual system is employed the wires of 
a battery system may sometimes be 
misplaced without interfering with the 
operation of the magneto and vic« 
versa. As a rale, however, the Chang 
Ing of the wires will result in tin 
whole ignition system becoming inop 
erative.

The efficiencies of the sliding gear- 


set with the shaft drive and the fric- 
tion transmission with chain drive are 
approximately equal on the higher 
gear ratios, but when the friction 
wheel is brought near the center of 
the disk the slippage of the inside 
edge of the wheel, due to the small 
circle it is traveling on, causes a pow- 
er loss that is greater than when tbe 
low gear of the sliding gear set is en- 
gaged.

The amount of mcmey you might 


save by jacking up tm wheels when 
tbe car is not In use is too entail to bs 
measured, providing there is no oil m 
water OB the garage floor that might 
cause the rubber to deteriorate. The 
reduction in pressure and consequent 
lessened strain oil tbe casings when 
this is done is almost infinitesimal, al- 
though it is popularly supposed thai 
relieving tbe tires from the burden of 
supporting the car must necessarily 
relieve them from just that ranch 
strain, and that therefore they will 
wear longer if the car is jacked up. 
The reduction in pressure when this is 
done is exactly inversely proportional 
to the increase in volume Of UM tube. 
When the tire is supporting th* ear 
weight it flattens slightly an* one 
might say, imperceptibly, if tb« tires 
are pumped tip as hard as they should 
be.

Is there any good pf»p«r«tion *or mot- 


ishing the body of an autonpobil* wnioh 
will not harm tKo varnish or palntt 


It is not advisable to nse poU»h of 


any sort on th* body. If the finish baa 
become dull have the body revarnlsfeed. 
The only rejuvenator worthy of con- 
sideration is soap and water, and aooe 
body makers condemn the soap, advis- 
ing the use of water only. However, 
there Is little harm in usteg lukewarm 
water and soap, provided the soap Is 
not too strong. In cleaning the body 
first wash tbe dust off with a hose and 
do not apply a sponge or cloth until 
the dust has been removed and tho 
mud softened. Then sponge the body 
with soap and water and finally rinse 
with a hose until the soapy water has 
been entirely removed. Then wipe dry 
with chamois. If this advice is fol- 
lowed there will be no need of using 
any body polish, as tbe rarnish will 
hold ita luster almost indefinitely.
